Meeting his squad of 56 members, the longest 
roster in Gould’s history, on September 10, Coach 
Scott was hopeful but not too optimistic. He, 
and assistant Coaches Roderick and Emery, im- 
mediately set out to mold a team from 1 1 letter- 
men and 45 greenhorns. After two weeks of 
rugged workouts the team started for Skowhegan 
to play a team which had a one game advantage 
in experience. As the final gun sounded, the score 
was 21-6 in favor of Skowhegan. The Huskies 
fumbled too much to present a real offensive threat 
and lacked a real drive on the defensive. 

The coaches noticed these defects and held some 
grueling sessions during the following week to cor- 


rect them. With plenty of spirit the boys grappled 
with Berlin the next Saturday and came out on 
the long end of a 7-0 count by capitalizing on a 
couple of last period breaks. 

The next game found Gould displaying a great 
new offensive power which was to characterize 
future strategy. They came through this game, 
with Farmington, by handing the visitors a severe 
27-7 trouncing. They then went on to smother 
Norway 35-4, using the second and third teams 
during the major part of the game. 

Seeking revenge from a South Paris team, which 
had humbled them a year before, the Huskies went 
onto the field and dominated the game from start 
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to finish with their offensive and defensive power. 
Happily the boys trudged off the field with a 34-0 
triumph under their belts. 

Travelling to Fryeburg, the team pushed the 
Fryeburg eleven over the field almost at will, as the 
line opened up enormous holes and the backs shot 
through them, bound goalward. The result was 
a 38-7 shellacking of the weak home team. 

Due to weather conditions, the game slated for 
Mexico was played at Alumni Field instead. The 
outplayed Pintos from Mexico fought hard and 
held the Gouldites to a mere 6 points up to half- 
time. Not to be denied, the gridmen of Gould laced 
into the visitors and amassed a total of 33 more 
points before the game ended 39-0. The Gould 
line really played defensive ball and limited Mexico 
to a net gain of two yards. 


Thus the team closed the season with six wins 
and one loss. The stellar forward wall proved a 
very valuable aid to the hard plunging backs and its 
senior members will be missed. Captain Brooks, 
all Maine center for B schools. A1 Smith, a guard, 
ends Dorin and Norwood, and tackles Stowell, 
Sturgis, Bovey and Wight will be absent from next 
year’s team. Lawry. Marshall and Sherm Cole will 
be missing from the backfield. However, prospects 
look good as such capable performers as Stone, 
Davis, Croteau, and Captain -elect Don Walker, 
aided by Cram. Bennett. Giles, Day, and place 
kicking specialist Parsons will still be available.

Lyon, all regulars, from last year's team, left only 
the two regular forwards. Lawry and Wayne Allen, 
returning. However. Norwood, a reserve who won 
his letter in '45. Stone. Marshall, and Davis came 
up from the J. V. team and proved that their J. 
V. record of 1945 was no fluke, as they immedi- 
ately began performing in veteran style. Ted 
Emery, a reserve from last year, and Bob Lord, 
a newcomer, filled in to give Gould a well balanced 
squad. 

Height, which has decided many a winning game, 
was one of the important factors which the Gould 
Academy five possessed, several of the regulars 
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reaching the six foot mark. Competition was keen 
on the court during the early part of the season, 
and it continued so. even after Coach Anderson 
found a winning combination in Marshall and Allen 
occupying the speedy forward berths, Davis at the 
pivot position and Norwood and Stone controlling 
the back court. Captain Lawry, Bob Lord, and 
Ted Emery were other regulars who saw plenty of 
action during the season. The first game at Gor- 
ham (N.H.) was a thriller all the way with the 
Gould boys producing a hard earned win. The 
next game, with Norway, proved that the team 
could certainly keep the leather flying. The final 
score was 66-12 in favor of Gould. 

A shifting zone defense and a fast break proved 
too great an obstacle for other teams that Gould 
was to encounter in the fast approaching weeks. 
Also the quintet's fine teamwork kept the opponents 
guessing, and they never knew until too late just 
where the ball was. Perhaps one of the fastest 
exhibitions of basketball that loyal fans have seen 
in the fieldhouse this year was witnessed when a 
visiting Class A Morse team defeated the Gould 
varsity 53-41. A great deal was learned by the 
boys during the game and they profited from their 
defeat. The Morse game broke the winning streak, 
but the Gould team was not to be denied as it 
quickly continued its string of wins until the last 
game of the season at Lewiston tournament. 

With one of the cleanest slates in this part of 
the state, the Gould team was selected as one of 
the eight teams to compete for the Western Maine 
Championship in class B schools. In their first 
game at the Lewiston tournament, the Academy 
five handed Gorham a 53-30 lacing. The semi- 
finals proved to be a closely contested game with 
Gould coming out ahead of Livermore Falls 33-31. 
In the final game of this impressive season, Traip 
Academy snapped the win streak by defeating Gould 


39-22 and claiming the Western Maine Cup. 

This year's high scoring squad certainly kept the 
nets swishing as it amassed a total of 730 points to 
the opponents 469. The five boys in the starting 
lineup each scored w f ell over one hundred points, 
while the eagle eye of the team. Wayne Allen, kept 
the scorers busy with 181 points to his credit. It 
is interesting to note that the team scored an average 
of 4 3 points a game. 

Not only did the varsity squad enjoy a fine sea- 
son. but also the Junior varsity. This well or- 
ganized team handed defeats to every opponent they 
played, and was contemplating a new record until 
they lost to Fryeburg Academy 19-18 in an over- 
time. Their record of 1 1 wins and one loss is 
certainly a goal for future J. V. teams.

As the white flakes of winter fell upon Maine’s 
western mountains, returning ski team members. 
Captain Dorion, Bovey. and Croteau, surrounded 
by new material consisting of Ireland. Hunt. Haw- 
ley. Burnell. Swain, and Adams, prepared for an- 
other winter. This year they would be coached by 
Howard Chivers. who had just returned from the 
service. 

In the first triangular meet at Bethel. Gould 
skiers placed second with 3 52 points as they bowed 
out to Lyndon Institute of Vermont who scored 
3 80 points. Saint Johnsbury was last with 278 
points. Ireland took first in slalom and second in 
cross country, and Dorion took second in slalom 
and third in jumping and cross country. 

The following week-end the team travelled to 
Kimball Union Academy of Meridan, N. H., where 
they met a very much more experienced team. The 
totals of the dual meet were K.U.A. 393 and Gould 
365. Dorion won the jumping and Ireland the 
cross country. Ireland placed second in downhill 


and first in slalom. Bovey being our next man. As 
an inexperienced team we learned a great deal. 

The week-end of February 2. the team travelled 
to Auburn for the Edward Little Carnival where 
they also competed against Norway, Lewiston, and 
Rumford. Gould placed second with 351 points 
against Edward Littles 371 and Norway’s 325. 
In slalom Ireland was first. Dorion third and Bovey 
fourth; downhill — Dorion seventh and Ireland 
eighth: cross country — Dorion second. Croteau 
fourth and Ireland ninth: jumping — Hunt fifth. 
Dorion seventh and Ireland eighth. 

With the urge to get a possible second in the 
Maine State Championship meet at Bethel against 
nine competing teams on the 9th. Gould showed 
steady team skiing and nosed out Edward Little 
by a point to take the title.

Deering, 
Buckfield. and Bingham following. 

On the 16th of February, Kent’s Hill and Rum- 
ford came to Bethel for the Gould Academy Annual 
Winter Carnival, and. as last year, the conditions 
were icy. Gould won cross country; Dorion placed 
first and Ireland took second. Gould on the fol- 
lowing day won slalom and downhill and lost the 
jumping by one tenth of a point to Rumford. The 
totals were Gould 381. Rumford 360 and Kents 
Hill 214. In slalom Dorion placed second with 
Bovey taking third. Downhill resulted in a per- 
fect score for Gould with Ireland. Dorion. Burnell. 
Bovey, and Hunt, taking first five places respec- 
tively. Croteau placed third. Ireland fourth, and 
Swain fifth in jumping. 


Our final meet was at the Rumford Carnival 
where Edward Little beat us by only a point. 
Bovey won the slalom with Ireland second, and 
Dorion fifth. Ireland tied for second in downhill 
with Bovey third, and Dorion fifth. Jumping re- 
sulted with Dorion capturing third and Ireland 
seventh, followed by cross country in which Dorion 
took fifth and Ireland eighth.

Baseball 


While the wind was still blowing with all its 
wintry fury outside. Mr. Theodore Emery, in his 
initial year as diamond coach at Gould, was in the 
difficult process of trying to pick, from a group 
boasting of only two lettermen. a baseball team to 
represent the school in the Western Maine Confer- 
ence in the 1945 race. It. to be sure, was a task 
which only a coach can appreciate. 

From a group of about forty a varsity squad of 
eighteen was selected. And then the thinning-out 
process began. The battery prospects were fairly 
bright with hefty Herbie Lyon, a sophomore with 
some previous experience as a starting moundsman. 
with Captain and veteran backstop Eddie Dorion 
behind the plate. Besides Lyon. Ted Young. Ted 
Emery, and Russ Cram proved capable as twirlers 
with Bob Croteau as relief catcher. 

The season's opener found Russ Cram on the 


mound out at Bridgton. The Huskies showed 
signs of power in this one-sided tilt as they batted 
out a 15-1 decision. (But the opposition was 
weak, and the Huskies didn't need to play class 
A baseball). 

The next week the Blue and Gold diamondeers 
met an inexperienced Norway nine and handed it a 
9-0 drubbing, behind the four hit hurling of Lyon. 

Then, with everyone commenting on the brevity 
of our Maine winter, a North-easter struck Bethel 
prior to the South Paris game and. although the 
arch rivals faced each other, the playing conditions 
favored a football game. Fly balls were flown all 
over the field, players muffed routine grounders, 
pitchers’ arms were practically numb from the cold. 
All these accidents seemed to happen on the Gould 
side of the ledger, while the Cardinals, seemingly 
oblivious to the wind and cold, proceeded to take 
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advantage of every Gould bobble, piling up a 15-6 
score. The game was the only loss dealt the Acad- 
emy team in Western Maine Conference competition. 
Getting this loss out of its system, the Huskies em- 
barked on another scoring spree, flattening Mexico 
9-0 and 15-1 in a couple of slugging sessions. 
Against their next two opponents, Gorham and 
Bridgton. the boys handed out decisive defeats 10-6 
and 9-3. In the latter game the G. A. reserves 
were sent in by Coach Emery and they proceeded 
to thump the opposition a la first team. 

Then the pressure was really on the Huskies as 
they journeyed to South Paris to play a return game 
with the cocky Cardinals, for a loss meant being 
automatically shoved out of the Conference title. 
The boys went into the battle with fire in their 
eyes and before the dust had cleared from the sandy 
Paris field the scoreboard read Gould 8. Paris 2. 
The Huskies had their revenge. Then, still travel- 
ing, again the chips were down at Fryeburg. Fac- 
ing one of the most formidable high school hurlers 
in Maine. Cram and the Blue and Gold team, en- 
couraged by a home run clout by Dorion in the 
first frame, banged out a 9-5 triumph which was 
aided no end by a triple play with all the sacks pop- 
ulated. 

Following this win up by scalping Milford. 
New Hampshire 4-3 and Norway 5-1, the Huskies 
approached their season's climax, for their next 
tussle with Fryeburg meant the difference between 
a Gould Championship in the Western Maine Con- 
ference, or a tie. Again the fast-baller Cram was 
on the mound for Fryeburg. That spelled trouble 
again. The battle was close all the way and only 
a single by Kermit Allen in the last of the eighth 
scored Lyon from second with the Conference 
clinching run and produced a victory 4-3. 

An anticipation of a triumph over Gorham High 
on Commencement Saturday was blown sky high 


by the visitors from New Hampshire, who copped a 
9 to 5 verdict. 

The starting lineup in most of the season’s games 
was Dorion. catcher: Lyon, pitcher; Wight, first 
base: Parsons, second base: Norwood, third base: 
K. Allen, shortstop: with the outfield reading; 
Cram, Hathcote. and Smith, led Young and 
Cram, Heathcote. and Smith. Ted Young and 
as hurlers with Ted Emery furnishing relief when 
it was needed. 

Gould, in capturing the Western Maine Confer- 
ence Championship for the first time since 1928. 
had a banner year, a tribute to the ability of Coach 
Emery. Perhaps his outstanding trait was his 
ability to get along with the players. Many times 
prior to sending his charges out to the field of play 
he emphasized. “Remember this is just a game.

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Boys' Physical Education 


With a few exceptions, the boys’ physical educa- 
tion continues along the same lines under the capable 
planning of “Joe” Roderick. 

The upper classmen still have "gym" class every 
day and under classmen every other day with 
correctives on Tuesday and Thursday. These cor- 
rectives help build up possible weaknesses and cor- 
rect poor posture. 

The end of the war brought about a change in 
the type of “gym’' work. “Joe" has eased off 
on his wartime schedule and introduced almost en- 
tirely new and different classes. Along with a less 
vigorous workout they consist of various relay 
races, practice in basketball skills, and "rough and 
tumble” basketball games with the whole class par- 
ticipating. During the fall a short period of box- 
ing. the elementaries and a few bouts, was intro- 
duced to go along with that taught in previous 
years. After Christmas "Joe” handed out nearly 


six weeks of the primary holds in wrestling. This 
also included a few bouts for each man. 

Aside from those few changes everything goes on 
nearly the same.

The monthly "tests” continue also with the ap- 
proximate averages as follows: push-up. 40: pull- 
ups. 12; “dips” at 15 and the standing broad- 
jump at 7 feet. On the time basis, the L-test is 
averaged at 1 1 seconds and the sit-ups come to 
approximately 35 a minute. The time race of five 
laps averages 2J4 minutes. Ordinarily, these in- 
crease each month. 

With “Joe” Roderick’s ideas and plans, plus 
the help of all classes and certain apparatus, another 
successful “gym” exhibition is expected to finish 
off the 1945-46 school year.
